I in Iho financial world today, there
can be no difference of opinion ns to

one thine namely, that thcro has never
been a time in the history of tho United
States when thcro was less reason for
hard times thathoro is today. Never
before has tho per capita circulation of
tho conntrvbeen so great. Never be-

fore has The producing power ot the
people boon po strong as n. is today.
Never before has there been such a
crop of wealth reaped in a single year
as will be gathered in 1007. Twenty-si- x

billion dollars! That is such a pile
of money that the mind can not fully
grnsp how much it is or what poten-
tialities it possesses. And yet that
represents tho values which will bo
produced by the American people dur-

ing tho present year.

In other words, it is their gross earn-
ings for twelve months. time
the clock ticks these gross earnings
amount to- nearly eight thousand dol-

lars. K one were to acquire posses-
sion of all the gold and all tho silver
that the wholo world has produced since
Columbus discovered America, he still
would not havo enough to buy Uje prod-
ucts of the energies of tho American
people in a singlo year. This astonish-
ing statement can bo better understood
when it is stated that it Tvould require

nineteen freight trains of thirty cara
each, carrying thirty tons to the car,
to carry the gold, and 333 trains ot
similar length and capacity to carry
the silver which has been produced since

Put in nnothcr way, tho gross
earnings of tho American peoplo amount-t-

$20 per month for ovory man, woman
and child in tho country. To carry tho
illustration of our annual producing
capacity still further, tho new union
station at Washington, with its ter-
minal facilities, the finest in tho world,
cost $12,000,000. The gross valuq of
each y oar's products of tho American
peoplo is now suflicient to build 210G
6iich stations.

No other nation on earth produces
as much in a year as the United States.
When ono comes to compare tho produc-
tion of this country with that of tho
rest of the world, he begins to see that
it ia indeed tho kingdom of plenty.
Though this country has but 5 per cent
of tho peoplo of the earth, it produces
20 per ceut of tho world's whoat. 35
per cent of its coal, 2-- i per cent of its
gold, 35 per cont of its manufactures,
3S per cont of Its pigiron. 42 per cont
of its steel, 55 per cent of its petroleum,
55 per cent of its cotton nnd SO per
cent of its corn. So much superior is
the average American to the averago
man of all other nations that his earn-
ing powor is more than double- that of
tho averago individual of tho rest of
tho world.

Tho valuo of tho products of tho
farm alono for tho present year is

to roach tho enormous total of
$7,000,000,000. This is groator than tho
eutiro wealth of tho United States only
fifty-sovo- n years ago. Tho wealth which
tho farmers of tho United Statos havo

in ten years amounts toCrodncodtho entire national wealth" pro-
duced by the toil, and composed of
tho savings nnd surpluses of three cen-

turies heforo 1S97. Tho work of tho
American hon today represents nioro
than tho world's production of pold
and silver for tho samo length of time.
Dairy products, nlmost despised on the
farm a half century ago, aro now worth
$600,000,000 a year. Tho products of!

tho factories of tho country will this
year amount to nbout $16,000,000,000.
This is throo times what it was as re-

cently us 1880. It is as much as tho
aggroRato wealth of tho North and tho
South at tho outbreak of tho Civil war.
Tho minerals produced in the United
Slates this year roprcsent moro than
enough to build fifty canals like tho
ono in Panama. At tho present rato of
production it now takes tho pooplo of
tho Unitod States only a year and two
months to produce a gross valuo ns
groat as tho aggrogato wealth of tho
country only thirty-sove- n years ago.

Tct what tho United Statos is doing
today is 'like sowing by hand and reap-
ing with tho sickle as

compared with what tho future has in
store. Conservative estimates put tho
values of tho products of tho farm
twenty-liv- o years hence at $15,000,-000,00-

and thoso of tho factory and
tho mine at $25,000,000,000. lu tho
lipjht of what has already taken place,
thiB prediction sooms reasonable enough.
Immigration nlono is now adding moro
than a million a year to our popula-
tion, besides tho natural increaso, yot
thoro is no immediate dangor of over-
crowding. It is gcncrall3' conceded that
Pennsylvania is not too thickly popu-
lated. A statistician has figurod that
if tho whole United States wero as
thickly populated as Pennsylvania it
would nfford a homo for 420,000,000 peo-
ple. Or, if such a population bo
thought too donse, and tho proscnt
density of 'population in Ohio bo taken
as a basis, there would still bo room
for 300,000,000 people.

Some idea of the effect of the domi-
nation of tho productivo capacity of
tho world by tho United States may bo
gleaned from tho remarks of Andrew
Carnegie in this connection. IIo re-
cently stated that no nation on earth
could wage a successful war against
the United States, lie said that if tho
supply of foodstuffs wo annually ex-
port wero to be curtailed just 10 per
cent, prices of foodstuffs in Europo
would double, and that if our exports
woro curtailed one-hal- f, starvation
would threaten millions of homes, and

that a hungry world would force the
hostile nation 'to promptly suo for peace.
This would bo trim, because America
is the greatest producer, tho greatest
manufacturer, and the grcalcst trader
of the entire world. Not 011I3' has her
productive capacity becomo greater,
but her total wealth has corno to mako
other nations look like second-rat- e

powors. Sho is now worth tho enormous
total of $122,000,000,000.
' w

Texas financial men have issued to
the merchants of that and adjacQiiti
States a statement calling attontion to
tho princely values of tho unsold crops
of Texas, which will soon go into tho
markets of thiB and foriegn countries,
bringing back a harvest of gold. It is
pointed out that tho unsold crops of
the Stato are worth $450,000,000, and
that as soon as they go out money must
come in. What is true of Texas is true
of other States. What Iowa will got
in roady cash from her hog and. corn
crops will be enough to more than meet
the requirements of her people. As the
Kansas whoat crop journeys to market
it will start a stream of gold toward
Kansas that will keep the people of
that Stato in plenty for a Tho
clearing house business is tho'best index
to the business of the countrv.

7f tho Aemrican people over should
become ronlly hard up they enn relieve
their scarcity of inouov by simply cut-
ting down their food supply. The avor-ag-

today use 7.08 bushels. The increased
consumption amounts to 288,000,000
bushels, which, exported to Europe,
would bring us $200,000,000 in, gold.
